Washington, D. ¢., Oct. 8—[Spe 
cial.]—~The last attempt made in con- 
gress to secure to the Negro in the 
south the right of suffrage which the 
fifteenth amendment was intended to 
guarantee was-represented by the ef- 
fort to pass the Lodge “force bill” 
in 1890. 

After the first election of Cleveland 
the Republicans were convinced that 
if they were to perpetuate themselves 
in power they must take steps to ob- 
tain the electoral votes of the south 
ot which .hey believed themselves de- 
prived by the germs 4 of the Re- 
publican Negroes from the electorate. 
They ca:culated that they were 
cheated cf 24 congressmen and 38 elec- 
toral votes by election practices in the 
south. These practices were the in- 
timidation of Negroes into staying 
away from the polls in some places 
and in others the suppression of the 
ballots of suc: Negroes as were al- 
lowed to vote. 


Majority of One Vote. 


.In December, 1889, President Har- 
rison in his message to congress pro- 
posed federal supervision of congres- 
sional elections. With approval of the 
Republican caucus by the narrow ma- 
jority of one vote, Representative 
Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts 
introduced what was immediately 
dubbed by its opponents the “force 
bill.” It was designed to enforce the 
fifteenth amendment, not to carry out 
the second section of the fourteenth | 
amendment directing the reduction of 
representation in congress of states 
The Republi- 
cans wanted the south to keep its rep- 
resentation but they wanted the rep- 
resentatives. 

| The Lodge bill provided that upon 
petition of from 50 to 100 voters tn 
election districts, according to size, 
federal judges should appoint election 
boards to supervise elections and can-

“The government which made the 
black man a citizen of the United 
States,” he said, “is bound to protect 
him in his rights as a citizen of the 
United States and it is a cowardly gov- 
ernment if it does not do it. No peo- 
ple can afford to write anything into 
their constitution and not sustain it.” 


Excluded from Voting. 

Mr. Lodge dwelt upon the inequali- 
ty of representation in the house pro- 
duced by the fact that Negroes were 
counted in apportioning congressmen 
to the south, but were excluded from 
voting, wherefore, each southern con- 
gressman represented but a fraction 
of the number of voters represented 
by the northern congressman, 
Incidentally, Mr. Lodge pointed the 
way to the device the southern states 
soon thereafter began adopting to dis- 
enfranchise the Negro. : 
“If any state,” he said, “ thinks that 
any class of citizens is unfit to vote 
through ignorance it can disqualify 
them from voting for state officers 
or for members of this house.

One of the principal counts in the 
indictment of Al Smith by the, south- 
ern Democratic bolters in this elec- 
tion is his affiliation with Tammany, 
arch symbol of corruption.

POISON ALCOHOL 


KILLS 
HUNT ITS SOURCE 


Raid 25 Speakeasies to 
— Stop Deadly Flood. 


New York, Oct. 8.—[Special.]—With 
thirty deaths from poison alcoho! re- 


ported since Saturday night, a squad 
of forty plain clothes policemen to- 
night commenced to sweep the lower 
east side section, where it is believed 
the liquor which caused most of the 
deaths was obtained. 

By midnight 25. speakeasies had 
been raided, samples of liquor ob- 
tained, and the owners or bartenders 
placed under arrest. The liquor was 
sent to the city toxocologist at Belle- 
vue hosiptal for analysis. Inspector 
LD. I. MeAuliff said that if any poison 
is found in the booze the proprietor 
of the place where it was seized will 
be charged with homicide. 

Mayor Walker and Police Commis- 
sioner Warren took prompt steps to 
deal with the situation after the num- 
ber of deaths from alcoholism, most of 
them along the water front and the 
Bowery, had reached the proportions 
of an epidemic. Dr. Charles Norris, 
chief medical examiner, announced 
that ten autopsies had shown that 
death was due to undiluted wood 
alcohol. 

According to City Toxicologist Dr. 
Alexander Goettler, the 
ernment’s policy of poisofming commer- 
cia] alcohol to make it unfit for bev- 
erage purposes is responsible for some 
of the deaths. He further explained 
that ordinary commercial alcohol is 
now treated wtih aldehol, pyridine, 
benzine, diethylphtalate, nicotine, mer- 
cury, aniline, phenols, and nitro-ben- 
zine. Removal of these poisons, he 
suggested, would decrease alcoholic

MR. HOOVER ON POWER. 


_ At Elizabethton, Tenn., in the new south which 
has been revivified by power generated from the 
rivers by private enterprise, Mr. Hoover pro- 
claimed again his opposition to government 
Ownership and operation of water power gen- 
@ators. On this issue he is directly opposed to 
Gov. mith, who wants the government to go 
into the business of producing power. Mr. Hoover 
said: 

“I do not favor any general extension of the 
federal government into the operation of business 
in competition with its citizens. . . . It (the 
government) can assure the conservation of our 
‘governmentally controlled natural resources in the 
interest of the people. It has demonstrated that 
by the power of regulation it can prevent abuse; 
it can and must contro] natural monopolies in the 
full public interest. It can do so without abdicat- 
ing the very principles upon which our nation 
has been founded and through which we have 
achieved a standard of living and comfort un- 
paralleled in the world. Violations of public inter- 
est by individuals or corporations should be 
followed ‘by the condemnation and punishment 
they deserve, but this should not induce us to 
abandon progressive principles and substitute in 
their place deadly and destructive doctrines. bok ee 

At Denver Gov. Smith said he favored develop- 
ment of all.the nation’s water poWer resources 
by government. He wanted the government to 
own the power sites and the generating 
Machinery. | 

Mr. Hoover spoke in Tennessee where private 
initiative has been at work with the result that 
power is cheap and plentiful. Private initiative 
gaw/an opportunity and the result has been the 
renaissance of the southeastern section‘of the 
éountry.

THE NULLIFIED | 
AMENDMENT. | 


The nullification of the fourteenth amendment 
in congress has given the United States a form 
of representative government for which the Con- 
stitution does not provide. It also gives the 
nation a manner of electing a President for which 
the constitution does not provide. It is not a 
question of whether southern states have found 
legal ways of keeping Negro citizens from voting 
and thus preserving the white control of govern- 
ment. 


It is recognized that some states May have and 
will have franchise restrictions. A person may 
be an American citizen and not a qualified voter 
in an American state. But if such persons are 
twenty-one years of age, are citigens and cannot 
qualify as voters they cannot be counted in the 

ulation of the state fof purposes of repre- 
sentation either in congress or in the electoral 
college. If they cannot vote because they are 
unwilling or unable to pay a poll tax, because 
they cannot read or write or interpret a part of 
the constitution the state which requires such 
qualifications for voting is to have the number 
of these nonvoting citizens deducted from the 
total on which its representation is based. 

The right to impose a qualifying test is recog- 
nized but it carries what may be called a penalty. 
It is not in reality that. It is an adjustment or 
compensation. The state which has free and un- 
abridged voting rights available to all citizens of 
legal age is intended to have all its population, 
exclusive of untaxed Indians, counted as*the basis 
of its representation in congress and in the elec- 
tion of President. A state which disqualifies some 
of its citizens cancels them out, under the consti- 
tution. 

-There is much passion and prejydice in the issue 
because the amendment was intended primarily to 
give the Negro freedmen the franchise and because 
the attempts of the radical Republicans to coerce 
the south after the civil war promoted as much 
bitterness as the war itself. The supporters of 
suffrage restrictions say that all have been made 
effective legally. If that is to be conceded it 
remains that the legal adjustment in representa- 
tion has not been made and it has not been made 
becauise the members of. congress do not obey the 
command of the constitution. 

' The restrictions are not all in southern states, 
but thére are the conspicuous issues. If the 
southern states have the election laws they want 
and find necessary the attainment of their object 
requires them to give lp @ certain voting strength 
in the making of federal laws and in the election 
of aePresident Afthur Henning in his articles 
dealing with this subject points out that Hughes 
and not Wilson Would have been elected if the 
electoral college had been properly 
The person who thinks that this nullification 
the constitution is a matter of no importance 
hasn't must regard for the working of his form 
of government. If it is of so little consequence 
there is nothing to prevent other holes being 
shot in it. : ; 

The fotirteenth améndment has not been re 
pealed, It does not require machinery of enforce- 
ment. A little work by the census bureau would 
give congress the figures and thereupon the 
adjustment of repreggatation to suffrage laws 
becomes auitomatic All congress need do, and 
that it is commanded to do, is to pass an appor- 
tionment bill complying with the constitution and 
recognizing the facts. | 

This question will not quiet itself. It is pre- 
sented to congress. Submit that amendment for 
repeal or obey it If the people no longer want 
their government organized in that fashion and 
their laws passed under such a system of repre- 
sentative government they'll vote it out of the 
constitution. It is not @ead wood in the body of 
organic law, although congress seems so to regard 
it. It is a most important part of the American 
system of representative democracy and of the 
republican form of government. 


GREAT POLO. 


‘Argentina lost the third and deciding game for 
the polo title, but the South Americans played a 
game which needed the hardest riding polo to 
beat. The visitors lost nothing in the way of 
reputation. The spectators who saw any one or 
the three of the games saw the best polo in the 
world and the winning team may claim a title 
with only the losers as contenders for it. Another 
year may give Argentina better luck. The United 
States game has lost its notable old timers but the 
hewer men carried on their tradition. The visitors 
take back homme with them everything they could 
desire except the title, and they nearly got that.

THE PACT AND THE PRESIDENCY. 
{South Wales Daily Post, Swansea.) 

Not even America could pledge itself to an un- 
reserved loyalty to the conception of enduring peace, 
enforceable with all the moral and material strength 
of the nations subscribing to it. A reservation had 
to be made to preciude the possibility of ahy Euro- 
pean of other poWer challenging the validity of the 
Monroe Doctrine. 

This reservation iimited the scope of the pact and| 
impaired its efficacy as a pgeventive of war, 

Theré is a peculiar irony in the circumstance that 
it is by no means certain that ¢ven in the land of 
ite origin—America—the pact Will secure the heces- 
gary ratification of the senaté: The late President 
Wileon fought at Versailles for a treaty that his 
own countrymen, by an overwhelming majority, sub- 
sequently repudiated. This conspicuous failure of a 
people to indofse the acts of their own official and 
accredited representatives surprised and shocked the 
world, to whom the explanation did not seem satis- 
factory or adequate that Wilson, and his principal 
supporters, had Offended public opinion in claiming 
for a party the credit that belonged to an éiitire 
nation, and that the submission of the treaty to the 
American sérate, on the eve of the presidential elec 
tion, prejudiced its fate. 

History is capable of repeating itself in the case 
of the Kellogg pact against war. Various influences, 
some intentionally mischievous and others acci- 
dentally so; have tended to breed suspicion among 
the senators, who now, as at the 6nd of the war, 
have to act with one eyé on the document and the 
other on electors about to cast their votes at the 
polls. Mr. Keliogg himself foresees the danger 
ahead, and recently took the unusual! course of wire- 
lessing a message from midocean repudiating in the 
most definite terms the statement of Mr. Hoover, 
his own party's candidate for the presidency, that 
the pact could be regarded as the achievement of the 
American Republicans. Should the pact be thrown 
into the welter of the presidentia!] election, in which

CURING LEUCOPLAKIA. 

R. HERMAN PRINZ says that 
leucoplakia caf be prevented, and 
in most Gases it can be oured 
without operation. 

Before we get in deeper it is just as 
well to say that leucoplakia is a patch 
of white surface which develops in the 
inside of the mouth. It may ‘become 
brown, or Other shade, as the re- 
sult of tObacco stain. It is especially 
important because it so frequtptly lays 
a foundation for Gafcer. The favorite 
locations for these stiff, discolored 
patches are the inside of the cheeks 
near the mouth, or opposite the jaw 
teeth and. the top of the tongue. 

The disorder is very likely to develop 
in tobacco chewers, and when it does 
it appears near the place where the 
“chaw ” is commonly held. In smokers 
it is likely to appear close to where 
the pipe stem touches or the cigar is 
held. If it is the result of irritation 
from jagged teeth, it will appear oppo- 
site to the rough teeth, or near where 
the plate rubs. ; 

Dr. Prinz tells us that preceding the 
development of the leucoplakia patch 
there is a e in which the soon-to-be- 
affected part burns, or becomes discol- 
ored. This may be the meaning of 
some cases of that mysterious disorder, 
geographical. tongue, or of some cases 
of burning and dryness of the mouth. 

The preventive measures are: discon- 
tinuaneée of the wee of tobacoo; having 
the teeth cleaned, smoothed and pol- 
ished; grinding away all angles that 
irritate; removing any irritating bridge 
work; oral hygiene. The éarlier this 
is done, the better. He recommends 
the use of the following mouth wash: 
@ scant teaspoonful salt, a scant quarter 
teaspoonful of powdered borax, a tea- 
spoonful hydrogen peroxide dissolved 
fresh in a large glass of hot water.

He is strongly against the practice 
of scraping the tongue with a knife or 
metal seraper as a cleansing procedure, 
though he can see no harm in brush- 
ing that organ with a tooth brush. Above 
all, he insists on the discontinuance of 
all tobacco. 

As a rule he is violently opposed to 
any kind of caustic or any other local 
application. The preventive methods de- 
tailed abové will cure many cases,

There are those of us in the north who 
understand something of the Repyblican 
party program in the south and we are 
not disposed to believe that it compre- 
hends a closed door politically to the 
Negro in the south. Rather, we welcome 
the Zigns of a two party movement in the 
scuth, which under one party rule has 
become the most backWard section of 
the nation. All of the ills—disfranchise- 
ment, pedfhage, lynching, and the vari- 
ous forms of Jim Crow—that the Negro 
suffers from in the south have been im- 
posed upon him under this one party 
rule, a Democratic rule. Subsequent to 
the civil war, when there was some 
semblance of two party rule, the Negro 
enjoyed the franchise. We believe that 
the reéstablishment of two party rule 
will result in a greater extension of the 
franchise to the Negro. 

It is unfortunate that a new Repub- 
lican party in the south should be de- 
scribed as a white Republican party. It 


Rich northerners have in recent 
years made extensive investments in 
many southern states and they have 
followed .their investménts by settling in 
the section.

The decision was based on a ram- 
bling note which Lambert left for his 
widow. Relatives said he had been ill 
for some time and frequently was 
“not himself.” 


Prepared His Death. 
Except for the note, Lambert had 
prepared death in such a way as to 
make suicide seem impossible. His 
body was found, burned almost to a 
cinder, in thé furnace of the school 
building. 

The plan of Lambert to make it 
appear a murder was an elaborate 
one. The janitor had gone to the 
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pried open a basement door. Ap- 
parently cutting himself he put blood 
and hairs on a crow bar to make it 
look as if he had been attacked. 

Then apparently he placed material 
for a hot fire in the furnace, crawled 
in, and slammed the door, which 
locked automatically. He ignited the 
fire. When searchers found the body, 
it was lying face downward in a rag- 
ing fire. So tightly was it wedged 
into the firebox that the furnace had 
to be partly dismantled before it could 
be removed. 

Find Note in Lambert Home. 

Authorities believed the man had 
been murdered until later in the, 
morning when the following note was 
found in his home: | 

“Peat [referring to Peter Stumpf 
who operates Lambert's blacksmith 
shop], pay to my wife [believed to 
mean rent] telling tayles to men 
caused my downfall. Mom, I am 
through to you. Don’t work on Sun- 
days. Remember that I have been 
true to you.”

EMMERSON CAN'T 
LEGALLY SERVE 


ont Cite Constitution 
on Eligibility. 


A Democratic coup aimed at the 
candidacy of Louis L. Emmerson, the 
Republican nominee for governor, was 
undertaken yesterday. 

’ Issued by a group of Chicago attor- 
neys, members of the Lawyers’ Floyd 


of legal briefs questioning the eligi- 
bility of Mr. Emmerson to take office 
in the event of his election, were 
mailed to every attorney and to many 
other voters in Illinois from Demo- 
cratic headquarters. 

The contention that Mr. Emmerson 
is unqualifed to serve as governor 
hinges on an interpretation of that 
section of the Illinois constitution of 
1870 relating to executive officers. It 
is argued in the document that Mr./ 
Emmerson as secretary of state is in- 


ing his present term of office. Accom- 
panying this instrument is a circular 
pointing out that should Mr. Emmer- 


Len Small would remain governor un- 
til 1932. There is a further suggestion 
in the circularized material that Mr. 
Emmerson withdraw from the race 
and permit his party to nominate “in 
his stead some one whose eligibility 
is beyond question,” 


Constitution Is Quoted. 

Section 5 of Article V of the con- 
stitution is quoted in opening the ar- 
gument, 

“No person,” it reads, “shall be 
eligible to the office of goyernor, or 
lieutenant governor, who shall not 
have attained the age of thirty years, 
and been, for five years next preced- 
ing his election, a citizen of the 
United States and of this state. Neith- 
er the gpvernor, lieutenant governor, 
auditor public accounts, secretary 
of state, Buperintendent of public in- 
struction nor attorney general shall 
be eligible to any other office during 
the period for which he shall have 
been elected.” 

Following this quotation of the con- 
stitutional provisions, there is a state- 
ment of the question of interpreta- 
tion involved—whether the constitu- 
tion intends that the secretary of 
state, in this instance, is ineligible 
merely t> hold the office of governor 
or whether he is unqualified to seek 
that position during his present term. 


Claim Favorable Decisions. 

A summary of decisions in other 
states on the same point shows a 
preponderance of precedent in favor 
of the contention of the Democrats. 
Then the proceedings of the constitu- 
tional convention .are quoted in an ef- 
fort to demonstrate that it was the 
intention of the framers that the sec- 
retary of state and the other state of- 
ficers named in the section should not 
be candidates for other offices during

State Bank Deposits Lower. 


The decline in deposits, both total and 
savings, has been confined entirely to 
the state banks, while the loan expan- 
gion occurred almost entirely with the 
pational institutions. Since the last 
previous report as of June 30, total de- 
posits of the state banks have receded 
$39,984,000, including a loss of $14,506,- 
900 in savings. But the national banks 
made a gain of $14,738,000 in total de- 
posits, including an increase of $268,- 
900 in savings. 

Loans and discounts of the entional 
banks rose $38,155,000 but those of the 
state banks increased only $913,000. Cash 
resources of the state. banks increased 
$8,065,000 but those of the national banks 
declined $21,947,000. For all of the banks 
combined, loans and discounts expanded 
$39,068,000 but total cash resources de- 
clined $13,882,000. 

Banks Are Lending More. 

The Chicago banks are lending con- 
fiderably more than a year ago, but 
«their total deposits are about the same, 
las shown by comparison with their 
statements as of Oct. 10, 1927. Com- 
‘ined loans and discounts show an in- 
crease of $92,204,000, while total depos- 
te are only $1,591,000 higher. It is 
notable that savings deposits show a 


gain of $16,668,000, whereas commercial } 


deposits have therefore declined more 
than $15,000,000. Cash resources have 
‘Teceded $9, 726,000. 

Comparison by separate group& with 
@e figures of a year ago is of no value 
lecause of the consolidation of the Con- 
tmental and Commercial National and 
Biate banks at the beginning of 1928, 
Which primarily results in the national 
group showing gains in all items and 
the state banks showing declines.

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Cuba Asks U.S. 
to Cut Political 
Leading Strings 


President Talks to the 
Veterans of 1898. 


HAVANA, Cuba, Oct. 8.—(#)—Cu- 
ban and American veterans of the 
wer for independence clasped 
hands in reunion today at the official 
opening of the thirtieth annual con- 
vention of. the United Spanish War 
Veterans. 

President Gerardo Machado y Mo- 
rales, reviewing the, progress of his 
country in the interval, said Cuba 
would welcome repeal of the Platt 
amendment which has given the 
United States supervision during the 
adolescence cf Cuba as%& free nation. 

Brig. Gen. Johm J. Garrity, com- 
mander of the veterans, responding, 
said the cost in American lives had 
been well justified in the later devel- 
opment of Cuba. 

The convention is in the National 
theater, with more than 7,000 veterans 
and friends present. 

This afternoon the national officers 
of the U. S. W. V. were received by 
President Machado at the palace. The 
president and Gen, Garrity clasped 
/their hands in a vow of renewed and 
strengthened friendship between the 
two countries. Others at the reception 
were officers of the United States bat- 
tleship Texas, now anchored in Ha- 
vana harbor over the spgt where the 
battleship Maine was sunk thirty 
years ago last February. 

In referring to the Platt amend- 


ment, the Cuban president said that 


the United States “due to its own 
traditions ought to be, perhaps, the 
one to repeal it in order to have moral 
greatness and allow all the authority 
of its illustrious statesmen to shine 
without the least shadow.”
